Chairman Announces Scheme Has Been Tested 
Out Off Atlantic Coast and Gives As- 
surances of Being a Success. 


) NEW YORK, May 5ö.— W. L. Saun- 
ders, chairman of the Naval Consult- 
ing Board, announced here today that 
the board had forwarded. to Wash- 
ington plans for dealing with the 
submarine problem, which it was be- 
lieved had solved the problem suc- 
cessfully. 

Saunders, who has been chairman of 
the Naval Consulting Board about two 
months, supplemented his announcement 
by saying that while the submarine 
problem cannot be considered in reality 
to have been solved until the U-boats 
have been destroyed, nevertheless num- 
erous experiments had been made along 
the Atlantic coast with highly encour- 
aging results which led the board to feel 
confident that a successful solution had 
been reached. 


It looks as though the desde CIFF 


problem had been solved,“ Saunders 
said, not only in theory, but on the

Saunders added that 500 inventions for 
U-boat suppression had been submitted 
for the consideration of the board, and 
experiments with many of them justi- 
fled, he believed, the asertion that a 
plan had been found by which the sub- 
marine peril could be eliminated.

REICHSTAG SAID T0 


PLAN TO RESTRIT 
POWER OF KAISER 


Committee Reported. to Have 


Decided to Alter Article XVII 
of Constitution. 


AMSTERDAM, via London, May 5.~—A 
restriction of the power of the Emperor 
of Germany has been decided upon by 
the Constitution Committee of the 
Reichstag, according to a dispatch from 
Berlin. The committee had decided to 
alter article XVII of the imperial consti- 


tution as follows: 

“Ordinances and decrees of the Kaiser 
will be issued in the name of the empire 
and will require for validity the counter- 
signature of the Imperial Chancellor or 
his representative, who thereby assumes 
responsibility to the Reichstag.“ 

The decision of the committee was in 
accordance with a joint proposal by the 
Centrists, National Liberale and the Pro- 
gressives. Four Conservative members 
voted against the change. 

The committee also adopted a resolu- 
tion by the same proposers demanding a 
bill fixing the Chancellor's responsibility 
for any violation of his official duty and 
the verification of such violation by a 
Senate tribunal. 

The Constitution Committee has re- 
jected Dr. Bernstein’s proposal re- 
quiring the approval of the Reichstag 
when treaties are being instituted and | 
concluded, when war is declared, and 
when peace agreements are being set- 
tled, the Berlin dispatches state. 

The committee also has rejected the 
proposal to introduce a bil] giving 
the Reichstag power to dismiss the 
Chancellor when it, wishes, the ad- 
vices add. a 

Philip Schiedemann, Socialist lead- 
er, was recently appointed president 
of the committee ‘which was chosen 
by order of the aKiser himself to rec- 
ommend changes in the German form 
of government. Its recommendations 
must be approved by the Reichstag | 
itself and presumably also by the 
Kaiser.

British Statesman Talks on 
Growth of English and Amer- 
ican Free Assemblies. 


WASHINGTON, May § 5.—President 
Wilson occupied a seat in the executive 
gallery of the House today while Brit 
ish Foreign Minister Balfour and mei.- 


bers of the British mission were re- 
ceived on the floor. It was the first 
time, as far as Capitol historians could 
find, that any President of the United 
States had appeared in the galleries. 

President Wilson entered the execu- 
tive gallery unnoticed while Represen- 
tative Estinopal of Loulsiana was read- 
ing, in French, a message from the 
President of the Chamber of Deputie 
of Rumania. The message said the 
Chamber of Deputies hastened to ex- 
press to the representatives of thr 
American house its warmest congratu- 
lations on joining the war against Ger- 
many. After the President had been in 
the gallery five.minutes, he was dis- 
covered, and members stood up and 
cheered. The President rose and bowed 
while the galleries joined in the de- 
monstration. 

Balfour Addresses House. 

Then the House turned its attention 
to Mr. Balfour and his party, who were 
escorted into the chamber to handclap- 
ping and cheers. Mr. Balfour was im- 
mediately introduced by Speaker Clark 
and addressed the House. 

“Will you permit me,” he began, to 
offer you my most sincere thanks for 
the honor done me here today. 

Mr. Balfour spoke as follows: 

“Will you permit me, on behalf of 
my friends and myself, to offer you 
my deepest and sincerest thanks for 
the rare and valued honor which you 
have done us by receiving us here to- 
day? We all feel the greatness of this 
honor, but I think to none of us can it 
come home so closely as to one who, 
like myself, has been for 43 years in 
the service of a free assembly like your 
own. 

“T rejoice to think that a member, 1 
very old member, I am sorry to say, of 
the British House of Commons, has 
been ih Bü here today by this great 
sister assembly with such kindness as 
you have shown to me and my friends. 


Oldest of Free ‘Assemblies. 

Ladies and gentlemen, these two as- 
semblies are the greatest and the oldest 
of the free assemblies now governing 
great nations in the world. The his- 
tory, indeed, of the two is very differ. 
ent. The beginnings of the British 
House of Commons go back to a dim 
historic past, and its full rights and 
status have only been conquered and 
permanently secured after Centuries of 
political struggle. 

“Your fate has been a happier one. 
You were called into existence at a 
much later stage of social development. 
You came into being complete and per- 
fected and all your powers determined 
and your place in the Constitution se- 
cured beyond chance of revolution, but 
though the history of these two great as- 
resents the great democratic principle 
to which we look forward as the se- 
curity for the future peace of the world. 
All of the free assemblies now to be 
found governing the great nations of 
the earth have beed modeled either 
upon your practice or upon ours, or 
upon both combined. 

Mr. Speaker, the compliment paid to 
the mission from Great Britain by such 
and assembly and on such an occasion. 
is one not one of us is ever likely to 
forget; but there is something after all 
even deeper and more significant in the 
circumstances under which I now have 
the honor to address you, than any 
which arise out of the interchange of 
courtesies, however sincere, between 
two great and friendly nations. 

“We all, I think, feel instinctively 
that this is one of the great moments 
in the history of the world, and that 
what is now happening on both sides of 
the Atlantie represents the drawing to- 
gether of great and free peoples for 
mutual protection against the aggres- 
sion of military despotism. 

Future Peace of World. 

“I. am not of those, none of you are 
among them, who are such bad dem- 
ocrats as to say that democracies make 
no mistakes, All free asemblies have 


committed crimes. Why is it-then that 
we look forward to the spirit of free in- 
stitutions and especially among our 
present enemies, as one of the greatest 
guarantees of the future peace of the 
world? I will say to you, gentlemen, 
how it seems to me. 

“It is quite true that the people and 
the representatives of the people may 
be betrayed by some momentary gust 
of passion into a policy which they will 
ultimately deplore, but it is only a mu- 
itary despotism of the German type that 
can through generations, if need bo. 
pursue steadily, remorselessly, unscrup- 
ulously and appallingly the object of 


| dominating the civilization of mankind. 


And, mark you, this evil, this menace 
under whch we are now suffering, ts 
not one which diminishes with the 
growth of knowledge and progress of 
material civilization but, on the con- 
trary, it increases with them.

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VON REPPERT HELD 
10 BE DISLOYAL bY 
FEDERAL OFFICIAL 


Chief Naturalization Officer 
Bars Lawyer as Witness on 
Citizenship Papers. 


M. R. Bevington, chief naturaliza- 
tion officer in St. Louis, today an- 
nounced that the Government “will 
oppose the appearance of Kurt von 
Reppert as a witness in any natural- 
ization case.“ 

The full text of Bevington's written 
statement, given out for publication, is 
as follows: 

Upon inquiry of the naturalization 
office as to the attitude of the Govern- 
ment with respect to Von Reppert, M. 
R. Bevington, chief naturalization ex- 
aminer, said that the newspapers during 
the past weeks have carried articles at- 
tributing disloyal, anti-American and 
rro-German statements to Von Reppert. 
He was given an opportunity to come in 
and state his side of the controversy. 

He not having taken advantage of 
this offer and on the assumption that 
his silence is an admission of the truth- 
fulness of the reports carried in the 
papers respecting his attitude, the Gov- 
ernment will oppose his appearance 
hereafter as a witness in any natural- 
ization case. 

“If a witness himself be disloyal to 
the Government, the is not in a position 
to testify to the loyalty of any other 
person.“ 


The announcement followed the action 
of Jacob Heim, an architect, of 3646 A 
Arsenal street, in asking that his ap- 
plication for second papers be with- 
drawn because he had been informed 
that Von Heppert, one of his witnesses, 
was disloyal. Judge Dyer personally ap- 
proved the withdrawal of the applica- 
tion and granted permission to Heim ta 
file a new application. 

Von Reppert Was Witness, 

Heim came to the United States from 
Germany in 1907, and sometime later 
declared his intention to become a cit- 
izen. He applied for his second papers 
about six weeks ago, his witnesses 
being Von Reppert and Rembert von 
Muenchausen, a reporter on Die Amer- 
ikea, a German language newspaper. 

Several days ago Heim went to the 
naturalization office and said he was 
worried because of newspaper acounts 
of disloyal utterances: by Von Reppert 
at meetings of the German-American 
Alliance and elsewhere. 

The department decided to call in Von 
Reppert and question him as to his 
loyalty. A card was sent to him asking 
him to call in person at the naturaliza- 
tion office. He did not appear there, 
but instead he sent a letter in which he 
said he was naturalized in the St. Louis 
Criminal Court Oct. 10, 189%. He said 
nothing as to the allegations that he 


had expressed himself disloyally since 


the deciaration of a state of war. 

Language used by Von Reppert at 
a meeting of the German-American 
Alliance recently caused Henry Kerst- 
ing. Associate City Counselor, and 
former president of the alliance, to 
resign from the organization.

This was also the first demonstra- 
tion against the Council. 

After the first demonstration last 
night the Soldiers’ and Workmen's 
Council, its 2800 members in execu- 
tive session, demanded that the pro- 
visional Government withdraw its 
note to the allies, agrecing to sup- 
port all the treaties of the old re- 
gime, public or secret; that all 
treaties be promptly published, and 
that active steps be taken toward 
ending the war. 


Soldiers Before Palace. 

Barly in the evening, two regi- 
ments of soldiers rapidly joined by 
others, massed before the Marinsky 
Palace, where the Council of Minis- 
ters was meeting, to demand that 
Miliukoff resign. The Government 
had been yielding to\the demands of 
the Council of Soldiers’ and Work- 
men’s Deputies on all internal ques- 
tions, with the idea of right of 
democracy to decide, but considered 
themselves forced to stand by the 
treaties in spite of the protests of 
the soldiers and workmen. 

“I will not retreat under fire; I 
will not resign because a crowd de- 
mands it.” declared Miliukoff, appear- 
ing on the balcony of the Marissky 
Palace, in the open air, before the 
vast throne. 

“T see that placards demand my 
resignation; that people are crying 
against me because I sent a note to 
the allies saying that Russia will 
keep her obligations. I have done my 
duty, I have confidence in the country 
and I mean to stay Minister.

no REGISTRATION UNDER | 
THE CONSCRIPTION: PLAN 
WILL BE CARRIED OUT 


Whole Task to Be in Hands of Civilian Officials 
to Remove Any Suggestion of 
Military 


Force. 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—An official 
outline of the method by which military 


the selective conscription bill was made 
public today, with an appeal from the 
War Department for the voluntary serv- 
ices of State election and other officials 
in order that there may be no delay in 
enrolling and classifying millions of 
men for army duty. 

Careful preparation has been made to 
place the whole task in the hands of 
civilian officials of the states, and to 
remove evéry suggestion of military 
force in putting the measure into effect. 
The only function of the Federal Gov- 
ernment will be supervision through the 
office of the Provost Marshal-General. 
The department’s statement follows: 

“There was a time in the count- 
try’s history when military enu- 
merators backed by bayonets 
went out among the people to 
take a compulsory service census. 
Today, under the principal of uni- 
versal liability to service, the ex- 
ecution of the law is put into the 
hands of the people. 

Scheme for Registration. 

“The approval of the new national 
army bill and the President's procla- 
mation thereunder will be coincident. 
All persons within the age limits pre- 
scribed will be required to present 
themselves for registration at the 
customary voting places in the voting 
precincts in which they have their 
permanent homes, on a day which 
the President will announce. The 
probability is that from 10 to 15 days 
will elapse between approval of th® 
bill and registration day. 

“The Governor of each State will 
be the chief of registration therein. 
The machinery of registration in 
each county is to be in charge of the 
Sheriff, the County Clerk and coun- 
ty physician, acting ex-officio, unless 
a different board shall be announced 
by the Governor. In cities contain- 
ing populations of more than 30,000 
the registration will be under control 
of the Mayor and selected boards of 
registration. In order that the des- 
ignated county and city officials and 
the people generally can get a clear 
understanding of the census methods 
the following brief outline is given: 

“The Sheriffs or other designated 
officials, immediately upon receiving 
notice from the Governor, shall ap- 
point registrars for each voting pre- 
cinct. 

“The proportion of registrars shall 
be one for each 170 persons to be reg- 
istered, Each age to be registered 
will comprise about 1 per cent of the 
population. If, for instance, all men 
between 19 and 25 years of age in- 
clusive are to be registered, the reg- 
istrar would have to enroll about 7 
per cent of the precinct population. 

It is desirable to accept the serv- 
ices of competent volunteer regis- 
trars to serve without compensation. 
All registrars must be sworn. 

Boards to Be Named. 

“The voting place in each precinct 

must be prepared for registration.

Full printed instructions covering 
every detail of registration will be in 
the hands of Sheriffs and Mayors on 
the fifth day after the President's 
proclamation. 

“The Mayor of a city containing 
more than 30,000 inhabitants, or the 

cials designated by the Governor 
therein shall with approval of the 
Governor appoint for each ward or 
convenient minor subdivision contain- 
ing about 30,000 persons one registra- 
tion board and shall designate one 

lcer of each board to perform 
duties similar to those imposed upon 
the Sheriff, as heretofore outlined. If 
the Mayor desires he may appoint a 
central board to co-ordinate the work 
of minor boards. 

“On the fifth day after the Presi- 
dent has issued his proclamation, 
clerks of counties and cities of over 
30,000 must secure a supply of blanks 
and copies of the registration regula- 
tions from the Sheriff or from thu 
Mayor. Absentees and the sick will 
apply to such clerks to have their 
registration blanks filled out. In no 
case shall such persons be given reg- 
istration certificates. They are to be 
instructed by the clerk that the bur- 
den is on them! to see to it that the 
cards reach the registrars of their 
home precincts by registration day. 

“Persons absent from their home 
counties may be registered by mail. 
If so, absent, a man should go to 
the clerk of the county where he 
may be staying on the sixth day 
after the President’s proclamation. 
If he is in a city of over 30,000 pop- 
ulation, the City Clerk is the offcial 
to whom to apply. The absentee will 
be told how to register, but he must 
mail his card in time to reach his 
precinct by registration day. 

Provisions for Ill Persons, 

“Persons too ill to present them- 
selves for registration must send a 
competent peraon to the County or 
City Clerk on the sixth day after 
the issuing of the proclamation. The 
Clerk will give instructions for regis- 
tration. 

Officials of educational, charitable 
and other institutions, should apply 
for instructions to the County or 
City- Clerk on the sixth day after the 
date of the’ proclamation as to a 
convenient method of registration. 

“The wardens of jails, peniten- 
tiaries and reformatories should ap- 
ply to the County or City Clerk for 
instructions on the sixth day. 

“Five days after the date of the 
President's proclamation, complete 
regulations will be in the hands or 
all Sheriffs and of the officiais or 
cities of over 30,000 poplation. 

The President is authorized to call 
upon all public officers to assist in 
the execution of the law. It is ex- 
pected. that patriotic citizens will 
offer their serivces free as registrars. 
Such services will be gratefully ac- 
knowledged. Volunteers for this ser- 
vice should communicate immediate- 
ly with the proper oficials.”’

National Guard Strength. 
The full strength of the national guard 
units now existing will be 9847 officers 
and 329,94 men, giving a total regular 
and national guard force to be whipped 
into shape before the new army is called 
of 21,080 officers and 622,964 men. New 
units myst be created, however, to fill 
out tactical organizations, and probably 
the total of this first force will exceed 
700,000 active troops, backed by about 
250,000 more in the regimental recruit 
battalions. 
From this force will be formed 18 divi- 
gions, corresponding to the organization 
of the first new army. From it also, 
early in September, will be drawn some 
200,000 officers and iasioried of- 
ficers, who will constitute the frame- 
work on which the new army will be 
shaped.

„Statement as to Tickets. 

Statements that bozes and seats for 
the Friday night welcome to the French 
mission were sold through scalpers for 
enormous prices were met today by a 
formal statement from the committee 
in charge of investigation that no 
tickets were sold to any except repre- 
sentative citizens. 

Some of the expenses were met by 
selling boxes for $100 each to represen- 
tative citizens. The tickets for the main 
body of the house were distributed, the 
statement said, through the foreign con- 
sulates and public and civic organiza- 
tions. 

The statement adds that there were 
less than 4000 seats to be distributed and 
the committee received many times that 
number of requests for seats from in- 
dividuals and organizations.“ 

Marshal Joffre responded briefly to 
repeated and vociferous demands of las: 
nixht's mass meeting for a speech. He 
brought the cheering throng to its feet 
amid waving flags by asserting that the 
French and the American flags, which 
he entwined as he spoke, would never 
separate while the struggle for liberty 
continued. 2 

At the behest of M. Viviani the 
French war “chief, in full uniform, 
stepped to the front of the rostrum, 
nolding a French flag in one hand and 
an American flag in the other. He 
spoke in French, waving first one flag 
and then the other, finally entwining 
the two banners. 

The words of the famous French Mar- 
shal in part were: 

“My friends, I am proud to have in 
my hand the American flag, which Is 
to the American people what the French 
flag is to the people of France—a 
symbol of liberty. I hold in my other 
hand the flag of France, who has given 
of her best, her staunchest and her 
bravest, and which also stands for lib- 
erty. I had the honor to carry the 
French flag on the field of battle and 
I am glad to join this flag of many 
battles to the flag that has never known 
defeat. With this flag I bring to you 
the salute of the French army to the 
Aemrican people, our stanch ally in the 
common cause.’’ 

It was when M. Viviani referred to 
the first onrush of the German army 
almost to the doors of Paris and the 
order of Marshal Joffre to take the of- 
fensive that drove back the enemy 30 
miles that the hero of the Marne 
brushed the teats away with his 
clenched fist and rose impulsively to 
embrace the orator. M. Viviani said: 

“In coming into this hall tonight I 
was deeply touched by the applause 
which rang out as the national air of 
France, was played, and also that of 
America. I have also been very deeply 
impressed with the talks made by Chair- 
man Bancroft, the Mayor of Chicago 
and the Governor of Illinois. 

„In 1871 fate was against us and we 


Alsace and Lorraine, but we will have 
it back tomorrow. ur country has been 
very patient in spite of many provoca- 
tions, of which I might mention Tangier, 
Casa Blanca and others, but it was not 
until 1914 when it became imperative for 
us to defend our rights. Germany, who 
had been preparing herself for this war 
for a period of 4 years, then came for- 
ward, expecting to conquer in a few 
hours, a few days, or a few months, but 
all of our children answered the call as 
they would that of their own mother, 
and while the enemy was temporarily 
 puccessful, as fate was again against us, 
we withdrew until our General had com- 
pleted his plan of defense.

that I can recall the part that your 
country played right from the opening 
of the war, as I recall seeing the first 
54 American ambulances entered in the 
service. I also remember the beautiful 
sight of your American women leaning 
over the beds of our wounded and dying 
soldiers. I also recall the beautiful work 
done right from the start of your Amer- 
ican doctors. 

“While you were a considerable dis- 
tance from the seat of war, and while, 
owing to the censor. the true history of 
the battle of the Marne, never reached 
you, it is impossible that you did not 
have some idea of the battles of the 
Marne, Yser, Somme and Verdun, where 
you should have seen the French army 
as it really was. 

“There we could see our own sons 
bleeding and dying by the roadside, and 
notwithstanding this sight, our army 
kept up its courage. Inspired by the 
feeling of democracy, which has an- 
imated the hearts of their brethren in 
responding from this side of the At- 
lantic. 

It is this spirit which will lead us to 
the abolishment of autocracy. That is 
the reason the people of this country 
responded so freely to the call of your 
President for the freedom of the world. 

In closing I am glad to extend the 
thanks of the mission to you who have 
received us as brothers.” 

The French Mission arrived here yes- 
terday morning from Washington on its 
tour of middle western and eastern 
cities which is to include Springfield, 
III., and St. Louis, and was given an 
enthusiastic reception by cheering 
crowds at the railroad station, along the 
streets on the way to the hotel and 
whenever the party appeared in public.

FRENCH MISSION 


All Will Be on Duty During 
Visit; 250 to Be Stationed 
in the Coliseum. 


700 AT BREAKFAST 


State Department Limits Attend- 
ance; Applications Exceed 
That Number. 


The entire police force of the city 
will be on duty during the visit of 
Marshal Joffre, Vice-Premier Viviani 
and the other members of the French 
Commission, who will arrive in St. 
Louis tomorrow evening and remain 
until Monday noon. The same pre- 
cautions for the protection of the 
party will be taken as are taken on 
the visit of the President of the 
United States to the city. 

Two hundred and fifty policemen 
will be assigned to the Coliseum for 
the mass meeting to be held there 
tomorrow night. The building will 
be thoroughly searched before it is 
opened to the public\at 7 o’clook. 

The same number of men will be as- 
signed to the line of march on Monday 
morning. All rooming houses along the 
line of march that shelter transients 
and all vacant houses will be searched 
before the procession passes. Even the 
roofs of some of the houses will be in- 
spected. 

Detectives at Breakfast. 

At the Missouri Athletic Association, 
where the breakfast ‘is to be given, 
detectives and secret service men will 
be scattered aniong the guests. 

It is not feared that there will be any 
conspiracy to harm members of the 
commission, but all these precautions 
will be taken against cranks.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 6.—The 
French tri-color intertwined with the 
Stars and Stripes of the United States, 
the latest war ally of France, will be 
flying throughout Kansas City tomor- 
row morning when this city has for its 
guests Field Marshal Joffre, former 
premier Viviani and other members of 
the French mission to America. The 
final preparations were being made today 
for a patriotic outburst here in their 
honor which is expected to surpass any 
demonstration every held in the South- 

west. 

The party will arrive a short time be- 
fore eight o’clock tomorrow morning. 
From then until the departure at 12:3¢ 
in the afternoon. Kansas City 
is expected to turn herself over to the 
French emissaries. Committees, guided 
and directed. by officials at Washington, 
have been continuously at work on the 
urrangements since the visit was an- 
nounced. 

The program calls for a breakfast at 
the Union Station, a motor ride through 
the city, dyring which thousands of 
school children will offer an ovation to 
the high Freren officials, and a mons- 
ster meeting at 10:30 o' clock at Conven- 
tion Hall. Governors Gardner of Mis- 
souri and Capper of Kansas, Mayor Fid- 
wards of Kansas City and other well- 
known men of the Southwest, will be 
members of the party receiving the 
commission. The Third Missouri Infan- 
try, already mobilized in the Federal 
service, will form an escort for the vis- 
itors, and other guard organizations will 
be stationed at various points.

Modern scholars, if they are forced 
to find a beginning for modern litera- 
ture, would prefer to date it from the 
wonderful outburst of vernacular 
poetry in the latter part of the 
twelfth century, and, if they must name 
a birthplace, would claim attention for 
the court of King Henry II. 

In some of its aspects, the Roman- 
tic revival may be exhibited as a nat- 
ural consequence of the Renaissance. 

When the poets of France and En- 
gland, to name no others, had learned 
as much as they were able and willing 
to learn from the masters of Greece and 
Rome, the work of the Henaissance was 
done. By the middie of the eighteenth 
century there was no notable kind of 
Greek or Latin literature—historical, 
philosophical, poetical—epic, elegy, ode, 
satire—which had not worthy disciples 
and rivals in the literatures of France 
and England.

The cost of this loaf at retail price 
of materials did not include fuel, and if 
fat had been used, the cost would have 
been reduced. 

In Experiment (2), the same rule was 
used, omitting the sugar and fat, and 
all water was used instead of one half 
milk. This loaf was to all intents and 
purposes like that of Experiment (), 
and cost $.04056. The bread of both ex- 
periments was coarser grained than the 
ordinary white bread, but that has its 
advantage from a digestive standpoint. 

Bread made in this way was found to 
keep well, made very good toast, and 
was certainly a way of making bread 
which was nourishing and good, and yet 
it presents one way of conserving wheat. 

Cornbread, or as some call it Johnnie 
cake, and the Southern spoon bread 
should be considered in the day’s menu. 
Rye flour and meal are almost as ex- 
pensive as wheat flour, so they cannot 
be reckoned with as substitutes. 

There is much food value Jost in the 
making of cereal breakfast foods. Min- 
eral matter is especially lost. 

The simple use of a coffee grinder 
and fireless cooker saves money, fuel, 
and food values. Look over very care- 
fully whole grains of wheat, corn or 
oats. 

Wash thoroughly and dry, then grind 
in a coffee mill. Cook them for the 
table as you would Any cereal. All 
cereals need much longer cooking over 
hot water than is’ generally allowed or 
given them. 

This home ground variety takes even 
longer. Cook them in a double boiler 
for at least three hours if a coal range 
is. used, otherwise in a fireless | cooker 
over night. 


More Kernels Are Needed 
in Flour From Mills. 


We are fortunate in having in this 
state a man who will grind to order 
corn, fine, medium, or coarse, and also 
Graham flour from the whole grain of 
wheat. If only the millers could give 
us more of the kernel wheat in flour, 
and at the same time we could educate 
ourselves to the use of thig flour in 
bread and appreciate the difference be- 
tween it and the whitest of flour, then 
indeed would we be getting ors food 
value from wheat. 

The same can be said of sien: if all 
rice used could be the brown rice and 
not the polished white article on the 
market, rice then would have value for 
something more than just starch. 

There is no vital necessity for buying 
breakfast cereals in packages. Many 
can be bought loose at a much less 
price per pound. 

Perfiaps one will be more certain of 
buying fresh loose cereals from a gro- 
cer who turns over his stock often, or 
in other words one who sells much and 
has constantly to buy a new supply.

Pieces 
which cannot be used for toast, should 
be made into puddings, croutons for 
soup, grated for scalloped dishes, or 
dried in a moderate oven, then ground 
in a meat grinder or rolled on a board 
with a rolling pin.. Sift them and place 
in a jar or can for future use. 


Many Uses May Be 
Made of Dried Crumbs. 


These dried crumbs have generally 
been used only for crumbling articles 
to be fried, but many more uses can 
be found. They can be used instead of 
flour in thickening soups, white, brown 
or tomato sauces. 

When once you have tried this, your 
taste for flour thickening will be spolled. 
he proportion of crumbs to the liquid 
used is greater than that of flour to 
the liquid. To get the same results use 
four tablespoons of crumbs to one cup 
of liquid. 

Dried crumbs can replace white flour 
in Boston brown bread, and even in 
white bread. When used in popovers 
the flavor is most acceptable. Rye 
bread crumbs can be used to very good 
advantage in making plum pudding. 

A prize was offered in St. Loujs for 
recipes giving directions and quantities 
for the best use of all forms of stale 
bread. This compilation is most inter- 
esting and instructive, and gives in- 
numerable ways of using fresh, stabio 
and dried bread.

PRICE OF HARD CUAL 
HELD 10 BE INFLATED 


Federal Trade Commission De- 
»clares Supply Adequate and 
Warns Against Buying Panic. 


WASHINGTON, May 6.—Prevailing 
retail prices of anthracite coal are un- 
warranted and the supply for next sea- 
son is adequate, the Federal Trade Con- 
mission stated today in a preliminary 
report based on a partially completed 
investigation ordered by Congress last 


winter. The commission warns con- 
sumers against buying larger quantities 
of coal than usual this summer, saying 
there are symptoms now of such a buy- 
ing panic as that which enabled spec- 
ulators last winter to force prices above 
normal. No good reason exists, saye the 
report, that May prices should not be 
subject to the usual summer discount, 
but “if the public is again so deceived 
as to indulge in a scramble for coal, the 
favorable situation may be nullified” 


The commission is keeping in close 
touch with the anthracite situation ard 
promises to expose any unscrupulous 
wholesaler, jobber or retailer who seeks 
to mislead the public into belief that 
exorbitant prices are justifiable, or that 
there is any necessity to join in a fren: 
zied bidding to secure immediate deliv- 
ery for far future needs.“ 


“The United Mine Workers’ new wage 
scale which went into effect last week in- 
creases production cost between 24 and 30 
cents a ton, and is a beneficial and 
steadying factor in the industry,” savs 
the commission. Leading operators’ 
prices at the mine for May provide for 
this wage increase and there is no jus- 
tification for a larger increase to be 
passed on to the consumer.” Prices for 
May at the mines are quoted at $3.61 a 
net ton for egg, $3.64 for stove and $3.93 
for chestnut coal. 

Referring to evidence that speculators, 
by storing coal in cars, paying demur- 
rage or reconsigning it, tended to in- 
crease prices materially last winter, the 
commission's report recommends action 
by Congress or some authority to be 
fesignated by Congress on the follow: 
ing: 

“First, the elimination of the element 
of speculation and the charging of an 

exorbitant price, or the withholding 
from use of this necessity of life; and, 
second, the imperative need of keeping 
coal moving from point to point of pro- 
duction to its final destination, and of 
preventing coal cars from being held 
out of use for the purpose of speculative 
storage.“ 

When the report was presented in 
Congress Senator Hitchcock, author of 
the investigation resolution, declared it 
“shows the people have been robbed by 
speculators and consumers have contrib- 
uted to it by their panicky condition.”

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WAR REVENUE BILL 
MAY BE REWRITTEN 


House Committee Considering 
Taxation Measure Fears 
Move by Senators. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau eof the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON. May §.—The Ways 
and Means Committee of the House has 
virtually given up its attempt to draft 
a taxation bill carrying the $1,800,000,000 
requested by the Treasury Department. 


When the committee heard the fi- 
nance committee of the Senate had de- 
termined to hold restricted hearings. 
which will mean the bill may be entirely 
re-written, it was decided to put the 
measure before the House with but little 
change in the form adopted by the sub- 
committee. 

Work on the measure will be finished 
today or Sunday, and it will go to the 
House on Monday. It will contain some- 
thing like $1,600,000,000 in revenue provis- 
ions. 

The excess profits tax remains to be 
settled, as does the question of whether 
it will be advisable to levy consumption 
taxes. This will be taken up today after 
the mail rate jacrease is finally ad- 
justed. 

Representative Doremus of Michigan, 
appeared before the committe and said 
the automobile tax of five per cent was 
confiscatory, and would ruin many 
firms. It was finally moved to reduce 
the tax to 3 per cent, but the 
‘motion was defeated by a wide margin. 
The tax, as it now stands, will levy 5 
per cent on the price at which automo- 
biles are sold to the dealer. 

Nearly all the taxes are made to ap- 
ply from June 1, but the committee ex- 
pects the date will be changed to July 
1. when it is seen that the bill cannot 
be passed by June 1. 

Ample provision is made for the dis- 
position of liquor and tobacco stocks 
already on hand. Bach dealer will be 
allowed a certain exemption and the 
wholesalers also will be allowed a slight 
exemption. Liquor and tobacco in the 
hands of he manufacturer will be taxed 
from the time of the passage of the 
bill, 

The 5-cent movies have been exempt- 
ed. „The committee finally has voted 
to put a 10 per cent stamp tax on all 
other forms of amusement tickets. 

It was decided to put in the bill pro- 
vision for stamp taxes on many miscel- 
laneous articles, such as cosmetics, per - 
fumery, face powders and toilet waters. 
A heavy tax on proprietary medicines, 
which will be applied later. The commit- 
tee is considering the patent rights on 
certain medicines, the patents of which 
are held in Germany. 

' When it meets today the members 
will consider a proposal to make the 2- 
cents-a-pound rate on second-class mail 
apply to both the first and second Zones. 


ENTRY OF CHINA INTO WAR 
SAID TO BE INEVITABLE 


President Opposes Course, bat House 
of Representatives and Mili- 
tary Demand It. 

PEKIN, May 6. (Passed by Censor 
After Deletions.)—The entry of China 
into the war at an early date seems 
inevitable. 

President Li Yuan Hung and the 
Senate are opposed to such a step, but 
the House of Representatives, the 
premier and the conference of mili- 
tary governors are urging war. 

A dtesolution of parliament is 
threatened if parliament fails to de- 
clare a state of hostilities. Owing 
to the great power exercised by the 
military party, the Senate probably 
will yield to the war party. 

Hsu Ship Ying, minister of com- 
mtinications, has resigned. 


FRENCH WOMEN AROUSED OVER 
BARRING OF RICE FACE POWDER 


PARIS, May 6.—New regulations 
which prohibit the diversion of food- 
stuffe for other use than as rations are 
causing a tremendous stir among Paris- 
fennes, because they prevent the manu- 
facture of face powder from rice. 

French women face an epoch of shiny 
noses, since the importation uf luxuries 
is prohibited, and the existing stocas 
are slight. They have already started 
laying in supplies. As 4 result many 
shops are sold out and prices have been 
raised. 

It is estimated there are 2,000,000 wom- 
ren in France and 10 per cent use pow- 
der, averaging two grams daily. In 4,-

HOW ST, LOUIS RANKS 
N ARMY REGRTING 


Fourth in Proportion to Popula- 
tion in Ten Largest 
Cities. 


St. Louis ranks fourth among the 10 
largest cities of the country in the num- 
ber of recruits obtained for the regular 
army during April, in proportion to its 
population and the presgribed State 
quota, 

According to the figures of the War 


Department, Missouri was to furnish 
6586 recruits. Figuring the population of 
St. Louis as about one-fifth of that of 
the whole State, the quota for this city 
would be 1317. Of this number the city 
has already provided 931, or approxi- 
mately 7 per cent of the total required. 

Only threeecities rank ahead of St. 
Loufs on the proportionate population 
quota basis, Chicago, Detroit and Pitts- 
burg. The first two have already en- 
listed more than 100 per cent of what 
was required of them. Pittsburg, with 
a quota of 1073, had up to May 1 enlist- 
ed 1039. By this time, no doubt, the bal- 
ance and more have come forward. 

The poorest showing of the 10 cities 
during April was made by Baltimore, 
where only 17 per cent of the quota was 
furnished. New York, with a quota of 
9133, enlisted 1998, a percentage of 22, 
which is surprising in view of the great 
amount of war enthusiasm that has 
emanated from the metropolis. Boston 
and Philadelphia, the next two largest 
cities on the Atlantic seaboard, also 
make a poor showing, with 45 and 33 per 
cent, respectively. Cleveland and Buf- 
falo have each provided about half of 
the men required of them. 


ORDER ISSUED TO WIND UP 
CASUALTY COMPANY'S AFFAIRS 


New York Court Action Instigated by 
Board Because of Judgment 
Against It. > 

NEW YORK, May 6.—An order was 
granted in the Supreme Court late yes- 
terday directing Jesse S. Phillips, State 
Superintendent of Insurance, to take 
possession of the assets and property of 
the Casualty Company of America for 
the purpose of liquidating its business 
and winding up its affairs. The prem- 
lum income of the company for the first 
nine months of #916 was approximately 
$5,000,000. 

The Casualty Company of America 
was incorporated Sept. 23, 1903, and has 
been engaged in writing general casual- 
ty and surety lines. Its volume of busi- 
ness has been large, its premium income 
since 1912 having averaged more than 
$3,000,000 a year, Phillips said. 

The court action was instigated by the 
Board of Directors, Phillips said, be- 
cause of the fact that a judgment of 
$198,277 with in terest from Feb. 20, 1918. 
was entered against the company on 
April 26 last by the Suspuehanna Coal 
Co. A stay of execution on this judg- 
ment will expire next Monday. 

The assets of the Casualty Company 
are largely non-liquid, it was said, and 
could not readily be turned into cash for 
the purpose of procuring an undertak- 
ing to stay execution on appeal and to 
pay other claims which are now due 
or which soon will become payable.

SERGEANTS § BUSY DAY 
WON) COMMISSION 


British Noncommissioned Officer 
Led Charge, Recruited a Force 
and Captured Gun. 


Corresposdenee of the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, April 8.—Sergt. Frederick 
William Palmer of the Royal Fusileers 
has been awarded the Victoria Cross 
and promoted to Second Lieutenant for 
most conspicuous bravery, control and 
determination. 

During the progress of certain opera- 
tions, all the officers of his company 
having been shot down, Sergt. Palmer 
assunted command and, having cut his 
way under point-blank machine gun fire, 
through the wire entanglements, rushed 
the German trench with six of his men, 
dislodged the machine gun which Had 
been hampering the British advance, 
and established a block. 

He then collected men detached from 
other regiments and held the barricade 
for nearly three hours against seven de- 
termined counter-attacks, under an in- 
cessant barrage of bombs and rifle gre- 
nades from his flank and front. 

During his temporary absence in 
search of more bombs an eighth counter- 
ettack was delivered by the enemy, who 
succeeded in driving in his party, and 
threatened the defences of the whole 
flank. At this critical moment, although 
he had been blown off his feet by a 
bomb and was greatly exhausted, he 
rallied his men, drove back the enemy, 
and maintained his position. 

“The very conspicuous bravery dis- 
played by this noncommissioned officer 
cannot be overstated, says the official 
order in the case, approved by the King, 
and his splendid determination and de- 
vction to duty undoubtedly averted what 
might have proved a serious disaster in 
this sector of the line.’’

ROME, April 7,—Naval Lieut. Gius- 
seppe X. of the Italian forces is a smart 
naval gunner. In the hot days of last 
year’s “Frightful Expedition.“ when 
men went down like files in and around 
Monfalcone, when fighting was so fierce 
that Austriana and Italians butchered 
each other over the counter of the local 
shipping offices, he was up in the Dev- 
il’s Tower, just outside the city, direct- 
ing the Italian artillery fire and bear- 
ing, so the Austrians thought, a 
charmed life. 

The “frightfulness” was driven back; 
Cadorna’s troops took Gorizia: Autumn 
turned into winter, and Giuseppe found 
time hanging somewhat heavy on his 
hands. So he hatched the plan that 
forms the burden of my tale. 

One day he sought out his command- 
ing officer, who was writing reports in 
a wooden shack no bigger than a sleep- 
ing berth on an American railroad, but 
fairly safe from Austrian shelis. The 
commander, whose name may not be 
told, is a fatherly looking man, and he 
beamed upon Giuseppe. Good gunners 
are apt to be favorites in modern war- 
fare. 

Well, Gluseppe, what's the new?“ he 
asked. 

Plan Carried Out. 

I've got a plan for laying my hand 
on every spy now in Austrian pay in 
Italy.“ be answered. And he set forth 
his ideas. 

The commander was not very keen 
about the plan when he first heard it. 
He was loath to lose so good a gunner 
on such a dangerous errand. But 
Giuseppe is eloquent, and finally he per- 
suaded the older man to promise he 
would lay the plot before his own su- 
perior officers. Giuseppe's plot was ap- 
proved. 

Details were prepared with every pre- 
caution to ensure secrecy. And one 
day, after a bit of a scrap, Giuseppe 
was seen to walk toward the enemy’s 
trenches. 

“You'll get a taste from them,” cried 
one of his friends, thinking he was mad. 

“I’ve had enough of it,“ he shouted 
back, and walked on. 

Welcomed by Austrians. 

The Austrians also were watching the 
“deserter’’ with intense interest. At first 
they thought it was some joke. But 
when the Italians opened fire on Giu- 
Beppe they saw he was really trying to 
desert and they welcomed him warmly, 
Taken before the Austrian commander 
he talked quite freely of the ennui of 
trench life and his desire for change of 
air—and occupation. * 

“If you make it worth my while,”’ he 
remarked, I can give you some rather 
good information.“ Then he proceeded 
to tell the Austrians things about the 
Italian forces, the position of batteries 
and other matters which made the lis- 
teners’ hearts rejoice. The information 
seemed so good that they could not be- 
lieve it was true till they had verified 
the young gunner’s statements; and 
everything he told them proved to be 
correct enough. They were more than 
pleased. Many a long day had passed 
since they had culled any such informa- 
tion. He was allowed to remain with 
the General Staff, and they frequently 
referred to him when they wanted to 
worry the Italians. 

One day he went up to the commander. 

“I’ve told you all I know about the 
Isonzo front,“ he said. ‘‘But if you send 
me to Vienna I can tell your naval peo- 
ple things they might find useful,” 
‘And to Vienna they sent him. He 
proved quite useful there, knowing a 
great deal about the Italian navy—far 
more than the Austrians guspected. And 
meanwhile he was learning a good dea) 
about both the Austrian army and the 
Austrian navy. 


Kapionage of Cleariag House. 

One day he went to the man in charge 
of a certain branch of the “Intelligence 
Department at the Ballplatz. 

“If you send me to Zurich and pay 
me well,” he said, 1 can put you iu 
communication with people in Italy who 
will be even more useful than I am.“ 

After some parley they let him go to 
Zurich to work under the Austrian Con- 
sul-General in that city. This once 
Swiss town has become about as Ger- 
man as Berlin, being the center of the 
German-Swiss and of thousands who 
took out papers of Swiss citizenship 
when war broke out. It is also the 
clearing house of the central Powers’ 
elaborate spying system and there are 
more spies, plots and countef plots theer 
than in any other European city, which 
is saying a good deal,

for the benefit of Germany and Austria.

His safe gaped open, it 
was empty. Every scrap of paper he had 
put there and locked up so carefully on 
Saturday night was gone. Gone, too, 
were several thousand francs’ worth of 
bills with which he intended to pay some 
spies that day. He called in the Swiss 
police. They, too, were astounded, for 
they soon saw that the robbery had been 
committed in a way hitherto unknown 
in honest Switzerland, with tools and 
solvents used only by modern expert 
thieves. The outer doors of the office 
had been opened with false keys, though 
the Austrian Consul fondly thought 
them too intricate to copy. 


His first thought was for Giuseppe. 
They hunted for him at his hotel, his 
favorite barber’s, his favorite cafe. But 
in vain. That Sunday night, immedi- 
ately after the theft, he had crossed the 
Swiss frontier into Italy with a diplo- 
matic pouch containing the papers stolen 
from the safe.

PARIS, May 5.—The Gaulois publishes 


the statement of a passenger who ar- 


rived on the French line steamer Roch- 
arbeau that a shot was fired from that 
vessel on Sunday afternoon as a sus- 
picious streak of foam was observed 
in the Rochambeau’s ‘wake. The pas- 
senger stated that another shot was 
fired at an object observed about 800 
yards distant from the Rochambeau on 
the starboard side, although the mist 
made it difficult to determine whether 
the object at which it was aimed was 
a submarine or a whale. 

In all 12 shots were fired. The stew- 
ards assembled the passengers on deck 
about the lifeboats, but there was no 
excitement, the paasengere remaining 
calm.

Board ef Public Service Takes Early 
Action So Merchants Will Not 
Purchase Stocks. 


At the instance of the Board of Public 
Service, permits for the use of fire- 
works and explosives in the celebration 
of Fourth of July this year will be re- 
fused by Secretary Findly. The Board 
yesterday adopted a resolution pre- 
sented by Director Public Safety Swing- 
ley restricting the issuance of permits 
for the discharge only of firecrackera 
less 3 three inches long and % of an 
inch in diameter. 

The resolution explains that in view

FASCINATING AND TRCANNY. 

A rather uncanny, awsome work is 
“The Wonder,“ by J. D. Beresford, an 
English author who in the past few 
years has produced several worth while 
books including “The House in 
Demetrius Road,“ These Lynnekers“ 
and The Jacob Stahl Trilogy.“ 

„The Wonder“ deals with the career 
of an infant prodigy who dies by its 
own hand at the age of eight. Victor 
Btott is the son of the most common 
ta sportsman 
and a peasant mother, who was 50 
years old at the time of the birth of 
the child. The infant is somewhat of 
a freak with a head in size far out of 
proportion to the rest of the body and 
with deep, brooding eyes. 

By the time the chila : five it has 
read through thousands of books in an 
extensive private library. It never for- 
gets anything. For example. Victor 
Stott reads the entire Encyclopedia 
Britannica in a short time and a large 
unabridged dictionary aa rapidly as the 
eye can scan the lines and all the con- 
tents are indelibly engraved on his 
memory. 

But “The Wonder” is more than a 
mere prodigy with a photographic mind 
there is about him a psychic mysti- 
cism, an understanding of those things 
which are beyond the human ken. Vi¢- 
tor Stott appeals to us as one who 


chose to and if our intelligences were 
equal to understanding his explana- 
tiona. 

Beresford's book is remarkable in 
many ways. It is written with a mas- 
ter hand in a style that grips and com 
pele the completion of the book at es 
sitting. The reader waits breathiessi, 
for the next thing that the prodigy will 
say but Beresford is careful that the 
prodigy shall not say too much. 

The writer is also careful that the 
work shall not become too abstruse on 
abstract. There is enough of the real 
human element in the book to keep the 


Wise in his efforts to establish these 
institutions. 

In 1846 Rabbi Isaac Mayer Wise, then 
a young man of high ideals, came to 
the United States after a wearisome 
journey to the “promised land.“, He 
brought with him his young wife and 
baby. He had few material possessions, 
but was rich in ideas and ideals. 
After his arrival he was discouraged 
by the failure of others, but later took 
heart, determining he would succeed 
where others had not. His first posi- 
tion as rabbi paid him $250 a year. He 
was then advised to take up law, be- 
cause it was more profitable, but Wise, 
the friend of statesmen and men of 
learning, refused to depart from his 
chosen profession. Money did not lure 
him, for he was eager to accomplish 
his mission. 

In that early day Judaism in America 
was in a state of chaos and Rabbi 
Wise decided to bring order. New 
forms were needed and a new era and 
a new country necessitated new inter- 
pretations. He wanted to institute 
these. He was fought, but nothing dis- 
mayed, he remained in the field of bat- 
tle. Soon a few persons began to under- 
stand the fiery young prophet, he ac- 
quired a knowledge of English and 
wrote about what he desired to do. 
Friends came gradually and greater op- 
portunities for service were his, 

Finally he was able to unite all Israel 
in America in a union of Hebrew con- 
gregations. He noted the need of trained 
rabbis and with his characteristic 
energy Rabbi Wise proceeded to estab- 
lish such a training school and main- 
tained high standard for those who 
were to minister in Israel. He lived to 
see the graduates of his modest Hebrew 
Union College in Cincinnati hold posi- 
tions of responsibility, although he 
never lived to see the present school 
with its wonderful grounds, magnificent 
library and academio buildings. As pres- 
ident and professor in the college, from 
its Inception to his death, he never re- 
ceived over $600 a year for the dual serv- 
ice. He also founded the conference 
of American Rabbis, was an originator 
of modern Jewish journalism in Amert- 
ca, being founder and editor of the 
American Israelite which is still pub- 
lished by his son, Leo Wise, in Cin- 
cinnati. 

From a mere tmmigrant Rabbi Wise 
rose to a position where he was the 
friend of Presidents of the United 
States, a recognized scholar and leader. 
Even his death was like his life. He 
died practically while lecturing to his 
students at his eighty-first birthday. The 
chronicle of this useful and beautiful 
life under the -title, ‘Isaac Mayer 
Wise,“ is well worth reading. (Putnam)

Resolution Urging Administration to 
Intercede in Behalf of Ireland’s In- 
‘dependence Precipitated Trouble. 


| NEW YORK, May 5—When the 


chairman of a mass meeting, held last 
night in Cooper Union by 32 organiza- 
tions composed of Americans of Irish 
birth or descent, refused to receive a 
resolution calling upon President Wil- 
son and Congress to intercede in behalf 
of Irish independence, a disturbance 
started which resulted in the ejection of 
more than thirty persons from the hall 
and which was not quelled until 200 po- 
Iicemen made free use of their clubs. 

The resolution was offered at the 
close of a speech by former United 
States Senator O’Gorman, by Richard 
F. Dalton, a young Long Island City 
lawyer. 

Chief Magistrate William McAdoo; 
chairman, refused to allow Dalton to 
read the resolution, and cries of Free 
speech! Gag rule! and other forms of 
disturbance started in all parts of the 
hall. 

Coroner Timothy F. Healy, one of 
those who arranged the meeting, charged 
the trouble to an organized effort on 
the part of German sympathizers to 
break up the meeting. 


BECKWITH PREDICTS BRIGHT

New York Artist Here on Visit Says

Carrol Beckwith of New York, known 
as the dean of American portrait 
painters, is in St. Louis studying the 
collections of the St. Louis, art museum.
